The  first  sight  that  greets  you  on 
e  main  floor  is  the  Bohemia 
ass  blowers  who  occupy  a  very  large 
space  in  the  form  of  a  half  circle,  sur- 
rounded by  a  counter  filled  with  hun- 
dreds of  beautiful  specimens  of  their 
handiwork  which  is  done'jn  full  view  ot 
the  audience.  Near  them  one  can 
obtain  a  good  drink  of  Ko-ko,  and 
thoughoHt  the  large  building  there  is 
plenty  to  drink  including  tea,  soda 
and  Everett  spring  water.  And 
right  on  this  section  is  enough  of  nov- 
elty to  use  up  a  large  amount  of  one's 
time.  Mayo's  tobacco  exhibit  which 
consists  of  a  fort  about  twenty  feet  in 
length  built  entirely  of  tobacco  and 
containing  30  miles  of  spun  tobacco; 
this  fort  Is  desicged  by  a  man-of-war

Among  the  no- 
table displays  are  the  displays  ot ,  the 
Art  Metal  Works  of  Louisville,  Ky., 
Wnlter  Baker  &  Co.,  of  Boston,  Chaun 
cy  Thomas  &  Co.,  carriages.  The  en 
gines  will  be  furnished  byBuildcrs'Iron 
Foundry  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  the 
Swampscott  Machine  Co.  of  New  Mar- 
ket, N.  H.,  Exeter,  N.  H.  Machine 
Works,  a  Kendall  ond  o  Porter  Allen 

The  space  occupied  last  year  for 
the  manufactory  of  boots  and  shoes 
will  this  season  be  devoted 
manufactory  of.  all  kinds  of  cotton, 
woolen  and  other  textile  goods  inclu- 
ding the  weaving  of  silk  and  full  pro- 
cess of  carpet  manufactory,  in  fact 
the  building  is  filled  with  novel  ma- 
chinery devoted  to  the  manufactory  of 
goods  not  made  in  this  section  and 
therefore  of  great  interest.

GREEXBISH. 

This  quiet  little   hamlet  was  n 
uamcd  thus  from  any  particular  elm 
acteristic  of  the  Inhabitants  but  from 
the  great  amount  of  the  Green  Holly 
plant  or  shrub  that  Is  found  in  the 
surrounding  parturcs.    There  is  nol 
another  place  in  the  state  where  il 
grows  more  abundant  than  here.

It  was  on  the  cast  end  of  lhi 
swamp  that  I  first  saw  the  cranberry 
under  cultivation  ;  before  lhat  we  had 
always  depended  on  the  wild  cranber- 
ry that  grew  in  the  swamps  and  mead- 
ows for  our  supply ;  and  at  that  time 
no  well  regulated  family  in  this  place 
ever  passed  Thanksgiving  without 
the  cranberry  being  served  up  in  some 
form  or  other  for  dinner  or  tea. 

Here  also  was  the  mill  built  by  a 
gentlemen  of  the  colored  varlety.sbme- 
called  Black  Bill,  but  we  chil- 
dren always  addressed  him  by  the 
name  of  Mr.  Williams.
